MY ATTENTION HAS BEEN CALLED BY THE 
CHINESE MINISTER 
to the fact that the act as it stands makes no 
provision for transit across the United States 
of ‘Chinese subjects now residing in foreign 
countries. I think this point may well 
claim the attention of Congress in _ legislat- 
ing on this subject. I have said that geod 
faith requires us to suspend the immigra- 
tion of Chinese laborers for a less period 
than twenty years. I now add that good 
policy points in the same direction. Our in- 
tercourse with China is of recent date. Our 
first treaty with that Power is not vet forty 
years old. It is only since we acquired Cali- 
fornia and dstablished a great seat of com- 
merce on the Pacific that we may be said to 
have broken down the wall which fenced 
that ancient monarehy. The Burlingame 
Treaty“ naturally followed. Under the spirit 
which inspired it many thousand Chinese la- 
borers came to the United States. No one 
can say the country has not profited by their 
work. They were largely instrumental in 
constructing the ratlrways which connect the 
Atlantic and Pacific Siopes. ‘The States of 
the Pacitic are full of the evidenees 
of their industry. Enterprises profit 
able to capitalist and to laborers 
of Caucasian origin would have been dor- 
mant but for them. The time has now come 
wheu it is supposed they are not needed, and 
when it is thought by Congress and bv those 
most acquainted with the subject that it is 
best to try and get along without them. 
THERE MAY, HOWEVER, BE OTHER SECTIONS

where this species of labor may be advan- 
tageously employed without interfering with 
the laborers of our own race 
IT MAY BE THE PART OF WISDOM 

as well as good faith to fix the length of the 
experimental period with reference to this 
fact. Experience has shown that the trade 
of the Kast is a key to National wealth and 
influence. ‘The opening of China te the com- 
merce of the whole world has benefited no 
section of it more than the States 
of our own Pacific Slope. The State 
of California, and its great maritime 
ports, especially, have reaped enormous 
advantages from this source. Blessed with 
an exceptional climate, enjoying an unri- 
vaied harbor, with the riches of the great ag- 
ricultural and miniug state in its rear, and the 
wealth of the whole Union pouring into it 
over its lines of railway, San Francisco has 
an incaiculable future if our friendly and 
amicable relations with Asia remain undis- 
turbed. It needs no argument to show the 
pores which we now propose to adopt must 
ave a direct tendency to repel the Oriental 
nations from us and drive their trade and 
commerce into more frienq hands. It may 
be that the great and paramount Interest of 
protection to our labor from Asiatic compe- 
tition justifies us in the permanent adoption 
of this policy, but it is wise in the first place 
to make a shorter experiment with a view 
ef hereafter maintaining rimanently only 
such features as time and experience may 
commend. :

MEMORANDUM I. 

The time fixed in the bill—namely: twenty 
years, is unreasonable. The language of 
Art. I., that “laborers”’ shall not be abso- 
lutely prohibited from coming to the United 
States, and that * suspension shall be reason 
abie,” as well as the negotiations, indicate 
that a brief period was intended. The total 
prohibition of the immigration of Chinese 
laberers into the United States for twenty 
years would, in my opinion, be unreasonable, 
and a violation of the meaning and intent of 


the treaty. 
MEMORANDUM 11. 

The inclusion of “skilled labor“ in the bill 
is an addition to the words and intent of the 
treaty. It will operate with harsi:mess upon 
a class of Chinese merchants entitled te ad- 
mission to the United States under the terms 
of the treaty. The shoe merchants and cigar 
merchants of China manufacture the goods 
they sell at their places of business, and to 
shut out the “skilled labor” they need 
would practieally shut them out as well, 
since it would prevent them from carrying 
on their business in this country. The laun- 
dryman who keeps his shop and has a small 
capital with which to prosecute his trade 
cannot, in any just sense, be included in the 
class of “laborers,” and the merchant-tailor 
comes in the same category. 

MEMORANDUM m. 

Theclauses of the bill relating to registration 
and passports are a vexatious diserimination 
against Chinese residents and immigrants, 
when. Art. provides explicitly that they 
shall be entitled to all the privileges econced- 
ed to subjects of the most favored antion. 
The execution of these provisions of the bill 
will cause irritation, and, in case of loss of 
the passport or certificate of registration, 
Chinese residents entitled to remain may be 
forcibly expelled froin the country. 

MEMORANDUM IV. 

If the bill becomes a law it will leave the 
impression in China that its Government 
strangely misunderstood the character of 
the treaty, or that Congress has violated 
some of its provisions, and this will tend to 

rejudice the intelligent classes against the 
fi Inited States Government and people, whom 
they now greatly admire and respect. 

MEMORANDUM v. 

There is no Provision in the bill for the 
transit across the United States of Chinese 
subjects now residing in foreign countries. 
Large numbers of Chinese lte in Cuba, 
Peru, and other countries, who cannot re- 
turn home without crossing the territory of 
the United States or touching at San Fran- 
cisco. To deny this privilege, it seems to 
me, is in violation of international law and 
the comity of nations, and if the bill becomes 
a jaw it will, in this respeet, result in great 
a to many thousand innocent Chinese 

in foreign countries.

THE ARMY BILL. 
Special Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune 
_ Wasnutneros, D. C., April 4.—The House 
devoted itself today to the consideration of 
the Army bill, and made considerable 
progress. There was some discussion of 
the clause providing for the compulsory re- 
tirement of army officers when they arrive 
at the age of 62 years. By a recent decision 
of the Supreme Court, army officers now on 
the retired list are entitled to have counted 
in making up thelr accounts for longevity- 
pay the time which has lapsed since they 
were placed on the retired list, as well as 
the length of their service on the active list. 
This deeision, while sound in law, was a 
surprise to the makers of the law, and to the 
executive officers. 
IF GIVES TO RETIRED OFFICERS 

who have been more than five years on the 
retired list the same increase of pay that 
each five years’ service on the active list en- 
titles an officer, Bragg, of Wisconsin, of- 
fered an amendment to the bill today which 
provides that hereafter the time in service on 
the retired list shall not be counted in com- 
puting the longevity-pay to which an officer 
is entitled, and this amendment was accept- 
ed by the Appropriations Committee without 
discussion. Several amendments were of- 
fered to except from the proposed com pul- 
sory retirement of officers at the age of 62 the 
General, Lieutenant-General, and Major- 
Generals of the army. 
GEN. BRAGG ATTACKED THESE PROPOSI- 

TIONS VIGOROUSLY, 
and in an eloquent speech he eulogized the 
officers of the army now holding the rank of 
Brigadier-General, Colonel, or subordinate 
grades, who distinguished themselves during 
the War of the Rebellion as commanders of 
corps and divisions. Hesaid that no One had 

a higher regard than he fdr the eminent 
8 of the Army, or the Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral, or any of the Major-Generals, but he 
could not forget that men like Col. John 
Gibbon, of the Seventh Infantry, who served 
as a Major-General of volunteers during the 
War, and was a corps r or Ronald 
MeKenzie, Colone the Fourth Car- 
alry, who served commander of a 
cavalry division with the rank of Brigadier- 
General, had claims upon the country wluch 
were equally meriterious, and which should 
be regarded. To except the officers of the 
highest grades from the law compelling re- 
tirement would simply be to place a bar in 
the way of the promotion of these gallant 
officers who were now sybordinates, but who 
had equal claims to recognition. As a mem- 
ber of the Milita? Committee he did not 
assent to the recommendation of a majority 
of that committee, that such an exception 
should be made. Gen. Sherman, Gen. Sher- 
idan, and Gen. Hahtock had Uli been before 
the committee, and each one had frankly 
said that, in his opinion, the best interests 
of the military service would be subserved 
by making the feature of compulsory retire- 
ment appticable alike to all oflicers of the 
army. those of the highest as well as those 
of the lawer grades. 

THK AMENDMENT WAS DEFEATED

Another amendment, of- 
fered by Mr. Bragg, w 77 accepted and adopt- 
ed by the Committee of the Whole. It pro- 
vides that any puis, be officer may, at 
his own ele ion, onorably dis- 
charged, with one year’s pay and allow- 
ances for each five years’ servic 6, 
provided that not more than three years’ pay 
and allowances shall be in any case allowed.

A LONG, INCONSEQUENTIAL DISCUSSION 
on points of order against this part of the 
bill, and Haskell, who was in the chair, sus- 
tained one of the points made and overruled 
the other.

THE RAILWAY SCHEME. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribuna 

Wasnineton, D. C, April 4.—The Senate 
devoted three hours today to the considera- 
tion of the bill granting to the St. Louis & 
San Francisco Railway Company the right- 
ot-way through the Choctaw and Chickasaw 
Nations. Arguments in favor of the bill 
were made by Senators Maxey, Coke, Gar- 
land, and Vest, and arguments in opposition 
to it were made by Senators Hawley, Dawes, 
Hoar, and. Ingalis. The bill as last reported 
from the Railway Committee goes on the 
principle that Congress,in the exereise of 
the right of eminent domain, has au- 
thority to grant the proposed right of 
Way without taining the consent of 
the Indians. Tie discussion thus far has 
been directed chiefly to that proposition. The 
question is comparatively a new one, and is 
excit much interest. The opponents of 
the bill claim that % pass it in its present 
shape would be a Violation of the treaty 
obligations and pledgds of the Government. 

THEIR ARGUMENT 
is at least plausible, and is having a per- 
ceptible effect on the Renate. The advocates 
of the measure assert that the Indians do 
not own the lands through which the pro- 
posed road is to rum. but simply occupy 
them, and that the United States have not 
surrendered their r sovereign authority to ex- 
ercise the right of eminent domain.

BEFORE ADJOUR NMENT THIS EVENING 
Senator Ingalls offered an amendment pro- 
viding that the act shall not go hto effect 
without the consent of the Coun@il of the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw Nations. It appears 
to be doubtful whether the bill will be passed 
by both Houses this session without the 
Ingalls provision. If it should be inserted 
it would inevitably cause great delay in the 
construction ot the proposed line, and it is 
not improbable it would defeat the building 
of the road, for it would be difficult to se 
cure the consent of both Indian Nations.

Tur courage of the Ohio Republieans in 
passing the Pond bill” may be com- 
mended, but the wisdom of selecting as the 
time three days before the city elections can- 
not be commended. If they had waited four 
days longer, and passed the bill on Tuesday 
instead of Friday last, it would have gone 
into effect without political shock or friction. 
Long before the next municipal election the 
people will be pleased with it. If the Su- 
preme Court does not declare it unconstitu- 
tional it cannot be repealed by any opposition 
coming from the liquor interest that can be 
arrayed against it. Its first effect will be to 
cut down the 14,000 grogshops in the State 
to about half the number, and to render the 
survivors far more amenable to the law 
against keeping disorderly places or 
selling liquor to minors or drunkards. 
The second effect will be to put two 
millions of dollars within a few months into 
the local treasuries as the prdceeds of the 
tax on the saloons, Heretofore they have 
paid nothing in Ohio. The Constitution of 
that State prohibits granting licenses or 
permission to sell liquors, but it does not for- 
bid levying a tax in the nature of a fine or 
penalty for selling liquor, and that is what 
the Pond bill does. A county-seat of 5,000 
inhabitants would have fifty saloons, which 
contributed not a cent towards maintaining 
a police force in the place. Under the Pond 
bill each one will have to pay hereafter a 


shops will do it—paying in the aggregate 
$7,500—while twenty aoggeriés will disappear, 
to the great benefié ofthecommunity. There 
is no election for members of the Ohio Legis- 
lature before November, 1883, and long before 
that time the Pond will be so firmly estab- 
lished that no party will undertake to 
repeal it. Those who pay the tax 
and continue in the saloon business un- 
der it will not favor its repeal, because that 
would reéstablish free trade in liquor-selling, 
and thousands of irresponsible loafers who 
will be frozen out by the Pond bill would 
resumé business“ and draw off a large 
part of the custom of those who do pay the 
tax. All the local communities would lose 
their portions of the two'millions of revenue 
the bill is going to yield, and this the taxpayers 
will oppose, and the tectotalers, who may 
hanker after a more radical law, will not be 
willing to give up the good this act will ac- 
complish in reducing the evils of the liquor 
traffic, at least until they can pass and en- 
force a bill prohibiting the drinking of liquor 
in Ohio, and that will not be very soon. 


THE VETO OF THE CHINESE BILL. 

The late President of the United States, 
James A’bram Garfield, said in his letter of 
acceptance July 10, 1880: 


. The recent movement of the Chinese to our 
Pacttic Coast partakes but little of the nature 
of an [wholesome] immigration. It is too much 
like ap importation to be weicomed without 


' restricuions—too much like an. invasion to be 


looked upon without solicitnude. We cannot 
aliow any form of servile labor to be introduced 
omer us under the guise of immigration. .. . 

It will B® the duty of Congress to mitigate tbe 
evils already felt and prevent their increase 
by sucu restrictions as without violence or in- 
justice will,piace upon a sure foundation the 
peace of — — and the freedom and

The perm Tandem of the United States, 
in a veto message submitted to the Senate 
yesterday, holds the following language: 


There may, however, be Othe? seetions of — 
country [than California] where this species of 
labor may be ad“antageously employed without 
interfering with the luborers: of our own race. 
It may be the part of wisdom to fix the length of 
the experimental period with a view to this fact. 


We are unable to see in what respect the 
sentiments of this veto message, cautiously 
expressed though they be, differ from those 
of the celebrated Morey letter which Gar- 
field repudiated with indiznation and séorn 
as “stupid and brutal,” and “a base for- 
gery.” The Morey letter declared that the 
writer was not prepared to say that our 
treaty with China should be abrogated until 
our great manufacturing and corporate in 
terests are conserved in the matter of labor.“ 
Arthur’s veto message says: There may be 
sections of the country where this species uf 
labor may be advantageously employed.” 
Is there any real difference between this sen- 
timent and that of the Morey letter? Could 
Garfield’s friends have made a better canvass 
in Indiana under the banner of protection to 
home industry with the veto message as a 
platform than with the Morey letter? 

This veto message, it will be universally 
remarked, shows how utterly hollow and 
fraudulent are the pretenses of the tariff pro- 
hibitionists that our present revenue system 
is maintained for the purpose of protecting 
American labor, The genuineness of this 
pretense has never before been put to the 
test; and at the first trial it shrinks and 
shrivels into nothimgness. The veto has 
been urged and procured by represerita- 
tives of the high-tariff States of Mass- 
achusetts, Pennsylvania, and New er- 
sey. Their anxiety to see that our great 
manufacturing and corporate interests are 
‘wonserved in the matter of labor” is not 


| denied or concealed. They believe in pro- 


tecting American labor only at election-time. 
The rest of the time they believe in protect- 
ing’ employers of American labor and invit- 
ing the competition of Asiatic laborers with 
our own people. 

Mr. Arthur’s veto message does, indeed, 
indicate decided opposition to the period of 
suspension fixed in the bill, but it wonld 
seem idle to discuss this phase of the sub- 
ject, inasmucly as ne nowhere indicates that 
he would appreve a bill in which the period 
was reduced from twenty to ten years. Yet 
Senators Edmunds, Ingalls, and others said 
they would vote for sueh a bill, which would 

have passed the Senate with not more than 
half a dozen votes in the negative. Mr. 
Arthur’s objections go to the principle of the 
bill. It would be impossible to meet them 
fully without occupying the ground taken 
by such professional peace sentimentalists 
as Hoar and Dawes, wifo would not desire to

THE WHEAT MARKET. 
The present situation in wheat is a very 
anomalous one. Prices are confessedly high 


very much above the average of former 


years; yet foreign writers aré protesting that 
they can get along very well till néxt harvest 
without our grain, and the prospects are 
flattering for a good crop the present year 
both in the United States and in Europe. A 
great part of the wheat now In store in this 
eity has lain here for many months, because 
consumers did not want it at the prices 
asked by holders. In spite of this quotations 
have recently been forced still higher, and 
show no signs of a material weakening, 
though most of the shorts seem to have been 
forced to fill on the late advance, and prices 
here are nearly the same as don the seaboard, 
leaving nothing to pay the costs of storage 
and transportation. 

The reason for this anomaly lies in the fact 
that the longs are complete masters of the 
situation. They have never before had it so 
exclusively under their control as now. The 
last crop was not only deficient in quantity 
by about 22 per cent, but very poor in qual- 
ity. It grades very low. An unusually 
small proportion of the crop was good 
enough to inspect No. 2, and most of that 
was wanted by interior millers, leaving very 
little to meet the wants (?) of the speculators. 
How little may be guessed from the state- 
ment that the total receipts of the specula- 
tive grade of wheatin this city during last 
month was barely more than 100,000 bushels, 
in spite of the attraction of unusu- 
ally high prices. This is not equal 
to the receipts of some single days in our 
histery. The quantity in store is only about 
3,500,000 bushels, which is a mere trifle to 
parties engaged in handling a deal that ex- 
ceeds it many times. During former corners 
the longs have had to handle immense quan- 
tities received daily, paying high prices for 
all of it, in order to sustain the market on 
futures. New the stock in store is practical- 
ly all that they have to care for. Of Course 
the promise of a magnificent harvest a few 
months hence has little to do with the filling 
of contracts to deliver wheat during April 
and May. Even if we were assured of gath- 
ermg 1,000,000,000 bushels next August, that 
would not increase by a single kernel the 
quantity now available. 

The argument in favor of lower prices— 


é that those now ruling are too high to permit 


exportation—is of little force under such 
conditions. It is by no means certain that 
there is any more wheat in the United States 
today than will be wanted at home before 
next harvest, after allowing for a moderate 
export movement of flour. But even if it 
were otherwise, the quantity on hand is 
small enough to enable the longs.to dictate 
prices—up to a certain, or rather an uncer- 
tain, point. That point is the one beyond 
whieh they could not induce the shorts to 
settle. There is a limit te eorners, above 
which profits may bé counted without being 
realized. The fixing of that limit now would 
appear to be the most difficult part of the 
problem which the longs have to deal with. 
Assuming the same rate of decrease for 
last week as for the week previous, we have 
now only about 11,000,000 bushels of wheat 
of all grades in sight at and between the 
principal receiving points in the United 
States and Canada. This is an unusually 
small quantity, and it is growing small by 
degrees ata rate that promises to exhaust 
it entirely in the next two months. We note 
that the exports of wheat and flour from the 
Atlantie ports during the week ending last 
| Thursday were equal to one and a third mill- 
ion bushels of wheat. It is significant that 
Spain and Portugal took of this about one- 
fifth as much as went to Great Britain and 
France. Does this indicate that their supply 
from the Black Sea ports is not so abundant 
as has been represented by European author- 


ities ? 
— — 
THE OHIO ELECTIONS AND THE POND 
LAW. 

The result of the local elections in Ohio 
turned out no worse than was expected as a 
consequence of the passage of the Pond Liq- 
uor-Tax bill by a Republican Legislature 
three days before the election. Several of 
the large cities—notably Cincinnati and To- 
ledo—have been turned over to the Demo- 
crats for the time being. The Democrats 
arrayed themselves against the Pond Tax law, 
and were able, on the spur of the excitement 
its passage created among the saloon and 
brewer and liquor classés, to carry communi- 
ties which, upon more matare reflection and 
after a fair trial of the law, will undoubtedly 
sustain the new tax system which has been 
adopted. 

The temporary Republican reverses may 
be attributed, however, directly to the pas- 
sage of the law at this time; and had the 
Legislature been governed by as much 
political wisdom as economic wisdom it 
would have deferred the passage of the 
bill tin three days after election instead 
of adopting it three days before election. 


It is undeubtedly much better for the people 


of Ohio to have the law and allow the Demo- 
crats to carry afew local elections than it 
would be to retain the Republican ciiies 
and lose the Pond law. But good political 
management would have counseted a brief 
delay in the passage of the bill in order that 
it might not beemployed and misrepresented 
to the injury of the Republican party before 
people could have time to study it. 

But just as surely as the passage of the 
Pond Tax bill eost the Republicans the con- 
trol of Cincinnati and some other places, 
just so surely will that same law, after a few 
months’ experience under it, assist the Re- 
publicans in regaining control of these lost 
towns and in strengthening the party’s hold 
upon the entire State. 

The course of pubiic sentiment in a city 
like Cincinnati, for instance, may be safely 
outlined on this liqnor-tax question. If 


were are now over 3,000 saloons in that city 


the uniform licenge-fee of $300 a year, the 
bond required by the law for keeping sa- 
loons, and the penalties imposed for viola- 
tion of the conditions of the act, may be ex- 
pected to reduce the number of such places 
to 2,000.

Pond law, therefore, the saloon elements in 
the large citiés will rally for the Republican 
tickets with as much enthusiasm in future 
elections as they displayed on Monday to 
elect the Democratic tickets. ; 
The distillers and rectifiers, the brewers 
and the wholesale liquor-dealers will be 
unanimously in favor of the Pond bill after 
they shall have enjoyed the benefits thereof 
a year or two. They will discover that they 
can sell nearly the same amount of beer and 
liquor to about one-half as many customers. 


customers will not only lessen their trouble 
and decrease their expenses in disposing of 
their beverages, but that they will save large 
sums Of money by diminishing their losses 
in bad debts. The remaining customers 
Will be of a more responsible class, and who 
will pay their bills promptly. Under these 
conditions, Which will be among the direct 
results of the Pond Tax law, the mannfactur- 
ers of liquors and the wholesale dealers in 
these articles will bring all their influence to 
bear in favor of retaining that law. 

But aside from these special classes, the 
mass of the taxpayers, whether temperance 
men or drinkers, will be interested in the 
retention of the Pond tax system, and will 
be grateful to the party that passed it. In 
Cincinnati, for instance, the law will yield 
from $500,000 to #600,000 a year for the sup- 
port ot the police, the suppression of dis- 
order, and the punishment of crime, while 
the expenses of the City Government will 
also be reduced by the decrease of drunken- 
ness and crimes caused by it. In this shape 
the system will commend itself to large tax- 
payers and small il taxpayers alike, 


ANGLO-SAXON e CHINESE IM- 


It has been said by Eastern sentimental- 
ists that any restriction, suspension, or 
prohibition of Chinese immigration would be 
doing violence to Anglo-Saxon ideas of 
freedom.“ But, as Senator Edmunds showed 
in his speech in favor of Chinese restriction, 
Anglo-Saxon freedom has never claimed to 
possess the missionary spirit. It has never 
gone out into Oriental nations and compelled 
them to come in and enjoy the fruits of 
centuries of toil, and self-denial, and eternal 
vigilance exercised by the Anglo-Saxon 
race. Wein the United States have a noble 
inheritance. But no principle of morals or 
politics requires us to surrender it to hordes 
of Asiatic invaders who déspise our ctviliza- 
tion and ideas. The Goths and Vandals had 
as much right in Rome as the Chinese have 
in Californta. 

During the Senate debate on the Chinese 
bill, lately vetoed by the Acting President, 
it was urged that God hath made of one 
blood all the nations of the earth”: and 
Acts, xvii., 26, was appealed to in confirmation 
of this assertion. But the Biblical loreof the 
Massachusetts advocates of Chinese cheap 
labor was soon shown to be imperfect. The 
full text of the passage is: 

God nath made of one blood all nations of men 
for to dwell on all the face of the earth, and hath

Moreover, the revised version, which is a 
literal translation of the original Greek, is 
even less favorable to the sentimentalists 
than the foregving. It is as follows: 


God made of, one (person?) every nation of 
men for to dwell on all the face of the earth, 
buving determined weir appointed seasons, and 
the bounda of their habitation. 


That the Anglo-Saxon idea relative to un- 
desirable immigration is not construed by 
Englishmen as it is by some Americans.is 
amply shown by the action of many British 
colonies with reference to the Chinese. The 
Colony of New South Wales, no longer ago 
than last December, enacted à very sweep- 
ing and in some respects a harsh law, the 
preamble of which ran as follows: 

Wiens., It is expedient to regulate and re- 
strict the immigration and introduction of 
Chinese into New Suvuth Wales; 

Be it therefore enacted by the ‘Queen’s Most r- 
cellent Majestu, By and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Legislative Council and Legislative 
Assembly of New South Wales in Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows, 

This act requires each master of a vessel 
havme Chinese on board to deliver a correct 
list of all such persons to a Collector of Cus- 
toms, under a penalty of $1,000. No vessel is 
permitted to carry a greater number of Chi- 
nese than in the proportion of one Chinese to 
every 100 tons of burden, which would be 
fifty Chinese for a vessel of 5,000 tons. Each 
Chinese immigrant before landing is required 
to pay a taxof $50. The master of the vessel 
is held responsible for the tax, and a fail- 
ure to pay it is punished by a fine of $250 for 
ench passenger. Sec. 6 of the New South 
Wales bill, which far surpasses in cruelty 
anything contained in’ the bill lately passed 
by our Congress, is as follows: 

6. It any Chinese shall enter or attempt to 
enter this colony who shall not have paid ur bad 
paid for bim the said sum of £10 [$50] be shall be 
liable toa penalty of £1 [850], and in addition 
ee of the said sum of lo [8] required to 

be paid by Seo. 4 hereof, and in detault of pay- 
ment either of such penalty or sum, shall be lia- 
bie to imprisonment for twelve months, unless such 
penalty and sum be sooner paid, and may be ap- 


renended and taͤkeu before an) Justice of the

This severe bill was approved by the 
Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty.“ Nothing 
can be found in the American bill looking to 
the imprisonment of the Chinese who shall 
innocently violate its provisions. The bill 
provides as follows: 

Any Chinese unlawfully entering within the 
United States., or who Shall have unlawfully en- 
tered into the United States in any way, either 
by land or by water, shall be removed tnérefrom 
to the place from wheuce they came the “ol- 
lector of Customs of any coltection district in 
which such Chinese may be found at the cost of 
the United States, under such reguiations as the 
Secretary of the’ Treasury may prescribe. 


The United States law, as Congress pro- 
posed to enact it, was humane, just, aud rea- 
sonable. The only possible objection that 
could be made to it had reference te the pe- 
riod of suspension. But the Acting Presi- 
dent seems to have vetoed iton other grounds 
as well as on account of the period. In this 
action he will have ‘tery little support in 
either political party or in the intelligent 
judgment of the people.

“THE CRIMINAL LAW IS A FARCE.” 

The mob at — — last October 
cried out The criminal law is a farce.“ We 
commend this cry to attention of those 
members of the Legislature who now say 
there is no demand for:criminal-law reform 
outside of Cook County. When the Bloom- 
ington mob took Piercé out of the McLean 
County Jail and hanged him to a tree in one 
of the city streets the agitation for criminal- 
law reform had not begun in Cook County. 
The laws were known to be imperfect, and 
the administration of Griminal justice was 
deservedly heid in contempt. But no organ- 
ized effort to obtain an jmprovement of them 
had been entered into. The shout of the 
Bloommgton mob was spontaneous. It was 
the first publie expresston of distrust of our 
methods of criminal procedure. It directed 
the attention of the people in all parts of tne 
State to the impotency qt our laws and courts 
to protect society againgt the criminal classes. 
We quote from the repqrt of this hanging 
sent to THs Tarnuxz by a resident corre- 
spondent, without bias jor prejudice, before 
the subject of criminaljaw reform had be- 
gun to be agitated in thése columns: 

BLoomMINGTON, IIL, Odt, 1, 1881.—A prisoner 
named Charies Pierce, a ‘horse-thief, had killed 
Teddy Franks, the Oounty Jailer. Franks, while 
changing the prisoner trem oue cell to another, 
was murdered in cold blood. The prisover 
seized the Jallier’s revolver from his nip- pocket. 
shot him three times, and Killed nim instantly. 
Within a few moments afver this tragedy bad 
eccurred, a large — — people bad gathered 
in front of the jail. wens among the people 
you could hear men say:

The fury of the mob was partly due to a 
decision handed down by the Supreme Court 
of Illinois the previous day in the case of 
Patsy Devine, who murdered Aaron Good- 
fellow, an estimable citizen ef Bloomington, 
Aug. 4, 1879. The latter we peacefully walk- 
ing toward his home at o' clock in the even- 
ing. The sole motive for the murder was 
robbery. Devine was arrested. A bloody 
handkerchief belonging te him was found at 
the place of the murder. The evidence 
against him was conclusive. He was con- 
victed and sentenced to be hanged Feb, 14, 
1880. The Supreme Coprt granted a new 
trial, after a year’s delay, for the reason that 
the following testimony df a police officer ap- 
peared in the original record:

The last sentence was qbjected to, and was 
ordered by the court below to be stricken 
out; but by some inadvertence jt appeared in 
the record. The prosecuting attorney lume- 
diately called the attention of the Judge to 
the error, and a supplemental bill of excep- 
tions was drawn up and signed. Due notice 
of the application was given to the defense, 
and the bill was issued without objection. 
But the Supreme Court ruled that, as the 
supplemental bill was ed out of term- 
time, and outside the ejrcuit, it would be 
making a dangerous precedent to give it a 
place in the records. it was accordiugly 
stricken from the files, and on these utterly 
frivolous grounds, not torehing the merits of 
the case, nor prejudicing the rights of the 
prisoner, Devine was granted a new trial. 
He was confined in the Bloomington Jail 
when Pierce was taken out and hanged, 
and it was commoniy supposed that he 
would share the fate of murderer. But 
he was hidden by the Sharif and carried out 
of the county before morning. The con- 
tempt of the mob for the laws and the courts 
was caused by the extraofdinary decision in 
the case of Devine, and we are unable to say 
that the public <P % was not properly

ARCHBISHOP PURCELL. 


Beginning of the Big suit for the Pur- 
pose of Getting Possession of Church 
Property to BReimburse the Sufferers 
by His Disastrous Financia! Collapse. 
CINCINNATI, April 4. — In the Hamilton County 

District Court today the case of J. B. Mannix, 

Assignee of Archbishop Purcell, against the 

boiders of church property, came up On bis ap-

The debts aggre- 
gate $4,000,000. The property is estimated to be 
werth $2,000,000 or $3,000,000. Judge Hoadley, for 
the Assignee, said the line of argument would be 
that the debts were the Archbisbop's, and that the 
property heid in his name is legally liable for 
the debts. The chief point of the controversy 
would relate to the nature of the titie by which 
the Archbisbop held the churches of the diocese. 

It would involve the examination of the Canon 

law to determine the reiation of the hierarchy 

to the property heid by the church congrega- 
tion. He claimed that the first duty of tne 

diocese was to pay the debts of the diocese. T. 

D. Lincoln, who made the representative state- 

ment for the dozen or more lawyers represeut- 

ing the defense, said they should 
claim that, as to most of this prop- 
erty, the Archbishop bore mere relation 
of trusteeship; that congregations paid for 
their church property, but by the rules of the

Hopkinton, Mass., the Victim of 
an Extensive Incendi- 
ary Blaze. 


Three Hundred and Fifty Thousand 
Dollars’ Worth of Property 
Destroyed. 


Explosion and Fire in the Standard Oil 
Refinery at Pittsburg, Peun- 
sylvania. 


A Loss of About $125,000, with No In- 


suranceThe Record of Other 
Fires. 


A Destructive Conflagration at Hopkin- 
ton, Mass.—Loss, $350,000. 
Special Dispatch to the Chicago Tribune. 

Boston, Mass., April 4.—Hopkinton, whose 
business centre was destroyed by an incendiary 
fire this morning, is an enterprising Middiesex 
towu of about 4,600 people. The chief industry 
is the manufacture of boots and shoes, though 
the outlying districts are devoted to farming, 
there being 165 farms witbinits boundaries. 
The total valuation is about $2,500,000. The Sud- 
lering, Charles, and Blackstone Rivers, rurming 
in different courses, take their rise from its high 
watershed, the centre .being situated on the 
lofty hill. To this situation is 
due the salubrity of its climate, the 
town being rated high in the statistics of longev- 
ity. Toits exposed situation is aiso attributed 
the extent of to-day's fire, a high wind sweeping 
uninterruptedily from afar, fann tne tiuwes 
over the wooden village. The fire department, 
with the ald of those of surrounding towns, bad 
a hard task in keeping the work of the incen- 
diary within the limits of one-sixth of the valua- 
tion. Fortunately the pecuniary burden will 
not fail beuvily upon the thrifty res- 
deuts and tactory officers, who are weil 
insured, and the business of the town 
will not long be interrupted, the proprietors 
of other — factories having volunteered to 
furnish employment for those thrown out and 
fill the orders of the firms burned out. The fire 
started in the lower part of the town-hall, de- 
stroying that building, the stores under which 
were occupied by P. W. Smith, clothing; H. B. 
Willears & Co., groceries; and the telephone of- 
tice. Sweeping, Bridges & Uo.’s boot factory, 
where 600 persons are employed, and adjaceat 
blocks, occupied by the post-ollice and A. 
A. Sweet, dry ¢ : „ botel and barn: 
Coapel’s building, occupied b Leon- 
ard, millinery; Dr. 0. . bite, dentist; 
J. Sharkling, dry goods; B. E. Dewey. drugs; and 
the Congregational Church. L. H. Waketield’s 
house and barn, Mahone’s building, oceupied by 
Mahone Brothers, dry goods and groceries; T. 
Ober’s billiard-hall; N. L. Parker, barber: and 
the residence of Patrick McGowen and Timothy 
Curran. The entire loss is at least $350.U00. 
Several efforts to fire Hopkinton have previously 
been made in some of the most intlamimable 


bie circumstances bave hitherto saved the 
town from serious damage. Today more 
than one-half of the business of Hopkinton is 
smoldering in ruins. Quite a number of fre- 
men were burned and otherwise injured, but 
none seriously. The selectmen offer a reward 
of or the arrest of the tire-bug. The un- 
derwriters have adjusted their losses by the fire 
at Haverhill, and were obliged 1 within a 
few thousands of $2,000,000. The rage hardly 
amounted to 5 per cent. 


Fire in a Pittsburg Oil Fectory, with a 
Loss of $175,000; Uninsured. 

PritTsBurRG, Pa., April 4.—This morning fre 
broke out in Standard Oil Refinery No. 1, situat- 
ed on Butler street, in the Eighteenth Ward, and 
covering an area of four blocks. The fire was 
caused by an explosion of chrysolite in tank No. 
2, in which there were 530 barrels of tiuid. The 
cover of the tank was biown off, and, crasbing 
through the roof of the settling-house, set fru 
to the oil. The flames communicated to the 
warehouse, a three-story brick building 300 feet 
long and seventy wide, containing 3.000 filled 
barrels of reuned oil and 19,000 empty barrels, 
besides over 100,000 pounds of glue. The ware- 
house, settling-bouse, and tank, containing dis- 
tillate, were destroyed, invoiving a loss to the 
Standard Company of at least $175,000. The fire 
Will burn all night, but is not spreading. The |. 
entire department of the city was calied out, 
and the efforts thus far have preveuted the 
flames spreading to buiidings adjoining. 

LATER.—By 3 o'clock this afternoon the flames 
were under control, but the fire department are 
still at work tonight. The officers of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company foot up the losses as follows: 
13,500 barrels of distillate and retined oil, nive- 
teen oil-tanks (large and small), 10,000 new oil- 
barrels, and a barge and barreis belonging to the 
Pittsburg Stave Company. The total loss will 
not fall short of $125,000, on which there was no 
insurance, 


A Small Biaze. 

One of Hamblin’s night watchmen discovered 
smoke issuing from the basement of No. @ 
South Caual street shortly after 7 o'clock last 
evening and turned in an alarm from Box 278. 
When the department responded the tiremen 
found flames bursting through the floor over 
the bolter in the rear of the main building, and 
the fire was quickly extinguissved. The place is 
eccupied by the Phcenix Kefrigerator Company, 
and the svorched portion of the building is 
filled with sawing and pianing machinery.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


Meeting and Immediate Adjournment 
of Both Houses—Another Scheme for 
the Redistricting of Cook County. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
SPRINGFIELD, III., April 4.—Both Houses of the 

Lewisiature were calied to order at 5 o'clock this 

evening, according to program, and immediately 

adjourned until morning. There were four 

Senators present to participate in this solemu 

ceremony in the Senate, and ten HKepresenta- 

tives comprised the attendance in the House, 
but for the work to be done these numbers were 
amply sufficient. Tonight the members are be- 
ginning to return from their homes, and it is 
probabie that there will be a quorum 
in both Houses tomorrow. The indications 
are that something wil be accomplished 
this week. The figuring on apportionment 
is approaching «a focus, and towards 
the end of the week, even should no fingl action 
have been taken, it will be possibie to ascertain 
with some degree of certuinty what will be the 
result of the session. The Repubiican caucus 
committees will be prepared within a few days 
to submit their plans of Congressional and Sen- 
torial apportionment to the joint caucus, 
which, it is thought, will be held next Thursday 
or Friday, and will probabiy indicate to some 
extent the degree of harmony that will prevail 
in the party councils. A Senatoriai Appor- 


tionment bili embodying substantially the 
scheme agreed upon the oint 
caucus committee will probabiy be introduced 
in the House tomorrow by Mr. Peterson and 
started On its travels, in the expectation that it 
will be indorsed with but few changes by the Ke- 
publican caucus and severa: days’ time thereby 
guined. It is believed that the question of the 
necessity of revising the criminai code has nade 
some prowress since the iuiermission, and the 
deoate on this subject in the House next Thurs- 
day promises to prove very interesting. While 
it is to be feared that the proposition 
to appoint a commission to revise the code 
will be aefeated in the House because it 
will require a constitutional majority of 77 
votes to provide for the appointment of 
such a commission, yet there is reason to hope 
that perhaps the House may reject the majority 
reporG@of the Judiciary Committee deciaring a 
revision unvevcessary and adopt the minority 
report, which, while it does not recommend the 
creation of a commission, deciares that the law 
needs revisiou in many respects. The canal 
question will receive considerabie attendon this 
week, and there ‘are several schemes in the air 
in relation thereto which may develop some- 
thing interesting if not sensanonal. In short, 
the indicawons are that the remaining days of 
this week will be the most important ones of 
the session. 

Since the adjournment of the Legislature 
until after the April elections several members 
ofthe House who remained iu, the city have 
been endeavoring to solve the interesting prob- 
lem Of redistricting Cook Couuty. It is admit- 
ted that the difficuities attendant upon the work 
ure great, and the object of the gentlemen who 
have been at work here is to draw up a plan 80 
that che Cook County members can have some 
basis to work upon when they return, 
The plan that bas been drawn up 
proposes to include in the First District 
the Second and Third Wards and the Fifth Ward 
north of Twenty-second street. It will have a 
population of 55,708 and a vote of 11,708—the Re- 
publicans baving 6,7% and the Democrats 4,923. 
The second District is to be constructed of the 
Fourth Ward, that part of the Fifth Ward south 
of Twenty-second street and east of Stewart 
avenue, aud the Town of Hyde Park. Its popu- 
Ia tion will ag¢regate 58.301. There will be 10.20 
votes, of which 6,454 will be Republican and 3,746 
Democratic. The Third District will be com- 
posed of the Ninth and Tenth Wards, Elev- 
enth Ward north of Van Buren street, 
the Fourteenth Ward south of Chicago 
avenue and cast of Centre avenue, and the Sev- 
enteenth Ward south of Chicago avenue. The 
population is 66,055. and the aggregate vote is 
12,312, of which 6,168 dre Republican and 5,549 
Democratic. Fourth District, Bighth Ward 
south of Taylor street, ailvof the Seventh and 
Sixth west of Loomis street. Population, 59,500; 
aggregate vote, 7,000; Democratic majority, 
2.400. Fifth District, that part ot the Eighth 
Ward porth of Taylor street, the Eleventh Ward 
south of Van Buren street, and the Twelfth Ward. 
Population, 55,404; total vote, 10,300; Republican 
majority, 1,600. Sixth District,the Eighteenth 
Ward, the Seventeentb east of Townsend street, 
the Sixteenth east of Larrabee street, and the 
Fifteenth east of Sheffield avenue. Population, 
68.880; Republican vote, 6,739; Democratic vote, 
5.482. Seventh District, all the country towns 
south of the north line of Cicero and 
Proviso, except Hyde Park. Population, 4%,- 
331; total vote, 8,900; Republican majori- 
ty, 1.611. Eichth District, Fifth ard 
west of Stewart avenue and the Sixth 
Ward east of Loomis etreet. Population about

Capture of the Man Who Recently 
Killed Mis Wife in Seward Count, 
Nebraska—Further Particulars of the 


Morrible Affair.

LINooun, Neb., April 4.—Patrioks, the Seward 
County wife-murdqrer, was captured yesterday 
morning near Friendvilie, Saline County, and is 
now in the Seward County jail. He was un- 
arwed and made no resistance, declaring that he 
did not intend to kill the old lady, and that he 
bas a goed defense. Further investigation into 
the térrible tragedy shows it to be a much more 
Horribie affair than was at first telegraphed, 
The Patricks family consisted of Mg and Mrs. 
Patricks, three grown sons, and two grown 
daughters. The suns are married, and live ou 
adjoining farms near by. The family came from 
La Porte County, Indiana, a few months ago, 
and settled in Seward County. The family, with 
the exception of the old man, are highly spoken 
of. The latter is said to be u manof violent 
temper, tyrannical and disugreeabie in his fam- 
U, and has repeatedly threatened to ktil bis 
wite, with whom be separated, but was not di- 
voreced. Finally be proceeded to put his threat 
into execution. He armed himself with two re- 
volvers, and while the boys were absent in the 
neld picked a quarret with his wife. Albert, the 
youngest son, about 20 years old, suspecting 
something was wrong, started for the house, 
und About the same time Jumes, another son, was 
seen to ride on horseback armed witha shotgun. 
The mother and father were having high words 
in the doorway us the boys reached the house. 
Just then the old man pulled a revolver from 
his coat pocket, and, placing the nuzzie close to 
the breust of his wife, tred. The ball entered 
the beart, killing her instantly. He then turned 
his weapon on che boys, and fired several shots 
at James. who wus on horseback, killing the horse 
and slightiy wounditg the boy. He then tired at 
the other son, Wbo hac run into the bouse, but 


the shot weut wide of the mark. James. whose 


horse bad been killed under bim, then fired at 
his father with the shotgun, but the charge went 
over his bead, and crusbed through a distant 
cupboard in the house. Having emptied his re- 
volver, the murderer took to his heels, when 
Albert, who had run up-stairs, sighted him from 
a window and sent the contents of a shotgun 
into uim. From that time nothing was seen of 
the cowardly murderer until he was captured 
rs „ Today the murdered woman was 
uried, a large crowd of people being iu attend- 
ane at the funeral. Neither of the sons of the 
murderer are badiy injured. The old man him- 
seit was wounded, a charge of shot perfora 
bis back and legs. The excitement in Sewa 
County runs bight, and little else is talked of at 
present save this terrible affair of blood.

SUICIDE. 


The Death of Edward Jones, a Busi- 
ness-Man of Georgia.

ATLANTA, Ga., April 4—News of the death of 
Edward Jones, of Sharog, Wilkes County. reached 
bere today. His mind was injured about tive 
years since while in Augusta. Ever after it he 
bas seemed not altogether right. Several weeks 
before he committed suicide he loaded the right- 
hand barrel of his gun, and when his father and 
brother would go hunting he would ask them 
not to shoot that barrei as he had loaded it for 
a particular purpose, They always tried 
to please him, and never used the barrel 
he had loaded, never once thinking that 
he intended to shoot himself with it. 
Previous to his death he worked several days 
without eating anythmg. On the day of the 
suicide he went into the woods with his gun and 
staid until ll o'clock, when be came home 
washed himself, put on ¢lean clothes, and placed 
his gun by the side of the window. As the fam- 
ily went out to dinner be was lying on the bed, 
but, as soon as be found he was alone, be pulled 
of his sboes and coat, got out of the window, 
leaned against tne house, placed the muzzle of 
the gun to the side and pulled the trigger with 
his toe. When found he was tying against 
tne house dead, the load of buckshot having 
gone througn bis h He had spoken to bis 
father several days before this about bis burial, 
as to where he wanted to be placed.

The Michigan Central Denies the - Al- 
leged Seneca Combination. 


Alleged Cutting of Rates by the 
Commercial Express. 


Annual Meeting of the Western Trunk- 

Lines Passenger Association—The As- 

sociation to Be Continued, and Mr. 

Dixon Be-elected Commissioner. 

The annual meeting of the Western Trank- 
Lines Passenger Association was held yesterday 
at Commissioner Dixon's office in the 
MecNaily building. There were present J 
Chariton, Alton; Percival Lowell, Burlington; 
W. H. Stennett and W. A. Thrall, Northwestern; 
A. V. H. Carpenter, Milwaukee & St. Paul; 8. K. 
Hooper, Hannibal & St. Joe; A. H. Hanson, Ml- 
inois Central; F. Chandier, Missouri Pacific; and 
H. C. Townsend, Wabash. 

The fight between the Eastern and Western 
trunk lines regarding the division of the em- 
grant ‘business having been satisfactorily ar- 
ranged at a tate meeting in New York, the ques- 
tion arose whether or not there would be any 
further necessity of continuing the association, 
as it bad virtually been formed for the purpose 
of protecting the Western lines emigrant la- 
terests. 

It was argued that just as much necessity pow 
existed for the continuance of the assoviation as 
when it was first organized. Although the 
troubles regarding the emigrant business with | 
the Eastern trunk lines had been settled and an 
agreement made between the two parties, yet 
there was considerable danger that in case the 
association was discontinued and each was left 
to itself the Eastern trunk lines might come in 
and demand a restitution of the money paid to 
the various roads in the association during the 
past year for arrearages. The Easter lines also 
would be very likely to discriminate against the 
roads which belonged to the associauon to pun- 
ish them for the tight they dave made. It was 
charged that even now the Eastern trunk lues 
were practicing more or less discrimination in 
the distribution of the emigrant business against 
the association roads. 

But, aside from the emigrant business, there 
—— r eo} continuing the associa- 

on for purpose of protecting the n- 

r traffic of the Western roads against ali com- 

inations or efforts of auy descripuon to reduce 
the rates or proportions adopted by the associa- 
tion. It would also enable tho ted roads 
to codperate in toe reduction of expenses: of 
passenger traſhe, with especial reference to the 
conduct of this branch of railway service of the 
most ecouomical principles. It was further 
argued that the associatiou ought to be perpet- 
uated for the purpose of carrying out the fol- 
lowing principles provided for by the constitu- 
tion of the association: 

All matters of difference between members 
of this association as to rates, divisions, and 
commissions shail be referred to Boards of Ar- 
bitration for settiement, and their u 
deeisions shall be final.’ 

Members of this association shali not pay 
commissions in the territory tributary to any 
other member, whereby that member may be 
forced to pay commissions on business be would 
reasonabiy expect to control without such ex- 
penses. It beimg the intention not to pay com- 
missions to induce ticket agents to send busi- 
ness by circuitous or longer routes, when it 
otherwise would go by the short line or tne di- 
rect route. Through trains, the shortest time, 
and a continuous time schedule shall be taken 
into account in determining waat are, and what 
are not, circuitous routes.”

Train-Men’s Wages in Germany. 

A newspaper correspon?’ ent writing from Ber- 
lin regarding railroad employes in that country 
says: 

Their wages are a mere pittance as com- 
pared to the wages paid in America to employés 
of the same grade. Locomotive engineers re- 
ceive only $222 to $30 per year, conductors $160 
to $180 per yeur, brakemen from $140 to $165 per 
year, road-keepers and switchmen $190 to $160 
and $150 per year. In addition to these small 
sularies they are paid small amounts as perqui- 
sits, which belp to increase, though not to a 
large amount, the sum annually received. The 
efgineer gets a petcentage on the number of 
kilometers be runs bis engine during the year, 
and, being allowed a certaim amount 
of coal and oll for a prescribed number of kilo- 
meters, he is paid a percentage of 3% per cent 
premium on what he saves on coal, and about 15 
per cent on oll, so he has a strong pecuniary in- 
ducement to be as econom as possible in 
running bis engine, and uses as littie fuel and 
oil as necessity will require. It is to this econo- 
my on the part of engiueers in the saving of 
coul, and not keeping up a sufficient bead of 
steam, that the slow rate of railroad traveling is 
mainly attributed. The sum total paid the en- 
gineer for bis year’s labor, including salary, 
mileage, percentages on oll saved, and 
for extra labor be may perform in the machine- 
shop, seldom amounts to over $500 or $550 a 
year. Tue conductor, who is not allowed a per- 
centage on the number of kilometers he travels 
over in a year, receives in all about $400 to $450; 
second and third class conductors, who act as 
brakemen, and whose 822 are little or 
nothing, got only about or $276.

Doolittle & McKey Relate What 
They Did for Jacob 
Forsyth.

A Legal Firm Belate How Ungener- 
ously a Client Bepaid Them for 
Their Valuable Services, 

Some months ago THe Turnus published an 
article on a prospective lawsuit to be begun, by 
the law firm of Doolittle & McKey against their 
client, Jacob Forsyth. The legal gentiemen bad 
been doing some valuable work for Forsyth, and 
his wife in selling an 8,000-acre tract of land in 
Lake County, indiana, for $1,000,000, but when 
they presented a bill for $25,000 for their serv- 
ices he objected. They then filed a bill against 
him aud his wife, Caroline M. Forsyth, 
the East Chicago Improvement Company, and 
W. W. Green, which for verbosity and the 
unique kind of relief asked ranks very high in 
legal literuture. The bill was taken trom the 
files at the time, and the attorneys indulged iu 
considerabie boasting lately at their success in 
keeping the affair out of the papers. 

Reduced to a reasonable length, the charges 
are that the Forsyths had for many years owned 
some 5,000 acres Of swamp land in Lake County, 
indiana, “composed of alternate sand ridges 
and swales, bounded by Lake Micoigan, the 
Calumet River, Woif Lake and outlet.” From 
their locauon, from fuurteen to Muteen miles 
from Chi , Crossed by several railways, and 
witn the pacity by the expenditure of 
large sums ot money to open the outlet of 
Woit Lake, nd make a harbur, and to build up 
in future a Manufacturing suburb of Chicago, 
said lands, bowever, at times huve had consid- 
erable ——— und speculative value. in 
tbe bands of a syndicate with large means, they 
are capable of being made of great value.” 

Some time in Muay, 1881. Messrs. Doolittle & 
MvKey were retained by Mrs. Forsyth to clear 
the titie of this land, make deeds of conveyance, 
mortgages, and other papers, prosecute or de- 
fend several suits, and generally attend to her 
law busivess. The principal work to be done 
was to clear the title to this 5,000 acre tract sv it 
could be soid, but along with this were other in- 
cidental matters, “aithough such incidental 
matters wereand areof great importance of 
themselves. The work covered a period of 
about six months at various places, at Chi- 
cago, Crown Point, Indianapolis, and New York 
City, and resuited in a sale, of the property for 
$1,000,000, of which $383,335 was paid in cash, and 
u mortgage on the property giveu to secure tne 
remainder. Out of the cash payment $210,000 
was used in paymg off a mortguge to D. 0. 
Pearsons and over $100,000 for otber liens, 80 
that there was not enough left to pay the law- 
yers’ tees. No rate of compensation was agreed 
on for complainants’ services. except that both 
parties did understand that if the great matter 
upon which your orators were so empioyed— 
VII.: the sale of said 8,000-acre tract—shuuld be 
successfully carmed through as contemplated 
for the sum of $1,000,000, that their compensation 
should be large, liberal, and generous, but that 
if the same should fuil, their compensation 
would be very moderate, for the reason that 
defendants would be unable to pay more.“ The 
latter bad owned the land about fifteen 
years, and during all that time it bad not pro- 
du sufficient to pay taxes and support them. 
Finally in 1875, being much embarrassed pecu- 
niarily, they borrowed $100,000 of the Continent- 
al Life-Insurunce Company for five years at a 
usurious rate of interest, secured by truet-deed 
on the 8.00 acres in question, agreeing to pay 
$63,000 interest when the principal became due, 
Neither principal nor interest was paid at ma- 
turity, and a suit was brought to foreclose the 
trust, and in October, 1880, shortly after, Forsyth 
went into bankruptcy. To this bill Doolittle & 
McKey filed an answer,setting up usury and 
asking to have the company forfeit all interest. 

After some reiterations of the value of their 
services in this as well as other iustances the 
complainants next charge that, prior to their ro- 
tainer as Forsyth’s solicitors, Forsyth bad en- 
deu vored to sell the land tu a Loudou syndicate, 
and some papers were signed, which gave them 
great trouble ia their efforts to ciear the title. 
Out of the complications arose a claim of John 
Petherick and J. S. Leigh for $175,000, and a suit 
by Charles E. Tremearne and others for a specif- 
ic performance of a contract of sale. Hy the 
“labor, Skill, fidelity, ability, negotiation, and 
good management” of J. R. Doolittle Jr., how- 
ever, all these hindrances were cleared away. 
The whole sale depended on whether the syudi- 
cate could raise the meaus to build a beit line of 
railway around Cbicago, and also lay 
out a harbor on the Forsyth tract. It 
was carried through, and thus the defend- 
auts “ materially, elfectively, and successfally 
changed the entire vondition of the detendauts 
from one of pressing pecuniary embarrassment 
to one of great wealth, securing to them more 
than $750,000."" Yet the latter unly were willing 
to pay $5,000 for such valuavle services. Hear- 
ing that the Forsyths had asked the opinion of 
Messrs. E. G. & A. B. Mason, attorveys for the 
purchasers of the land, for their opinion in the 
matter, Messrs. Doolittle & McKey also applied 
to the same legal gentiemen, and. received a 
very flattering reply that $40,00) would be a good 
compensation and $25,000 to $30,000 a fair one. 

After the business had been successfuliy eom- 
pleted, complainants suggested that it was a 
good time for settiement, and during their nego- 
tiations for this purpose Judge Dovlittle wrote 
avery moving epistie to the Forsyths, beginning 
as follows: a 

“ DEAR FRIENDS: A month and more has passed 
since the crisis in your lives and fortunes has 
passed. The vrowning struggle of a life-long 
batile is over; and the fruits ot victory,io a 
large fortune, isjecured to you ahd to your cbil- 
dren. We sincerely rejoice in your good for- 
tune, and we have reason to rejuice with you, 
tor, in some degree, it bas been our good fortune 
to aid you to it. 

“The relations of myself and of my son and 
of our law firm to this great matter cover a 
ages of many years in point of time, but may 

briefly stated: 

I. The tirst stage of the matter goes back 
nearly ten years. Theu you bad the same great 
tract of land, vrossed by railways, and bounded 
on the same lakes and river—of great value, 
not for revenue, for it yielded little besides taxes 
and growing debts. It was indeed rich in pros- 
pective, but only in prospective.“ 

After this stirring opening the Judge comes 
down to facts, and gives an account of bis un- 
successful attempts about 1872 to sell the land 
in question to a syndicate at Baltimore, friends 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Kailroad Company, for 

„000, and his efforts to engage the attention 
of members of Congress from indiana to the im- 
portance to their State of building up a branch 
or suburb of Chicago in Indiana. How far.“ he 
modestly says, my letters brought their atten- 
tion to it and helped secure the favorabie action 
of the Government upon the survey I cannot 
say. Of that others may better judge.” Then 
he calls the attention of his ungratetui clients 
to the services he, and more especial- 
ly his son, had recentiy rendered—" in 
this great transaction for you—the greatest 
single transacuon ever carried through even in 
this wiguntic centre of giguntic enterprises;

In 
Engiand and Wales, out of 1,000,000 persons 
born, more than one-quarter died in the rst 
tive years. In the healtny districts, only about 
one-sixth died within this period, 
while in the unhealthy districts, of which 
Liverpool was a type, mortality 
was nearly baif. In other words, of 1,000,000 of 
children born in the wnhealthy districts, more 
than 230,000 died within the first tive years for 
the want of proper sanitary care; 280,000 would 
have lived beyond this five years if they bad 
been born in the healthy districts. Ot these 
1,000,000, only 360,000 reached the age of 35 in the 
unhealthy districts, while in the healthy locali- 
ties nearly 670,000 survived at chat age. In other 
words, 300,000 more out Of 1,000,000 would live 
thirty-five years in the healtby than in the un- 
healthy districts— 

300,000 HUMAN SACRIFICES

been averted. This fearful mortality, as the 
Doctor further ort followed those who puss 
the middle period of life. 

As a legitimate result of the study of the prob- 
lems of biology, we had created hygiene, or the 
science of health. The practice of medicine has 
come to mean sometuln more than simply pro- 
scribing tor the sick. It implied a study of the 
patient's environment, an investigation of the 
habits, occupations, dwelling, food, drink, cloth- 
ing, lit. air; temperature, mental and emo- 
tional states—in short, everything that might 
have any influence upon bis physical conditions, 
since many of his vonditions were subject to 
control, and might be modified as necessary for 
the patient's good. A death from typhoid-tever 
now meant pot so much a dispensation of Provi- 
2 us it meant foul water or foulair.

while its drinking-water was diluted sewage. 
The judgments of God, in the light of these 
reveiations became ud more mysterious than 
the pains of a child who laughingly thrusts its 
floger into the flame 1 feel the terrible in- 
fliction that followed. e public bad become 
susceptibie, as it never was before, to these 
modern notions about bealth. Sanitary sug- 
gestions which would once have been regarded 
us impertinent were pow gratefully received 
and made the basis of action. What was most 
needed was an intelligent application of acquired 
information—an application which naturally 
divided itself into two great flelds, in both of 
which the pbysician and the public should 
beartily coOperate personal and public health. 

Referring especially to the latter, Dr. Johnson 
remarked that un intelligent foundation had been 
laid for sanitary reforms, in the collection of sta- 
tistics, information as to prevailing diseases, etc., 
ete. Governments began to realize a respousidil- 
ity in these matters. Some of the laws were still 
crude, but the reform Was progressing. society 
now recognized its obligation to remove or de- 
stroy every possible suurce of disease, and to so 
control the causes chat could not be removed or 
destroyed as to reduce to a minimum their del- 
eterious influences upon pudlic heaith; and, 
secondly, to 
PREVENT THE INTRODUCTION OF DISEASES 

FROM WITHOUT 

by such measures as should be found the most 
efficient, and at the same time work the least 
amount of incunvenience to the social and com- 
mercial interests of the community. Sometbing 
had Already been done ja the first direction, but 
much more remained to be done. Every town, 
city, or district should have its health authority, 
under whose direction 4 survey should first be 
made with a view to determine the presence or 
absence of the physical conditions that unfavor- 
ably affect health. In addition to these studies 
of the surroundings and the activities of the 
population, there should be a careful collection 
and presentation of the gtatistics of births,deaths, 
marriages, the prevailing diseases, causes of 
death, and increase or decrease of population. 
With a knowledge of these matters intelligent 
measures could taken to reduce to a mini- 
mum the evils that grow out of our gregarious 
necessities. The time was not far distant when 
a health orrantzation would be as neces asa 
Common Uouncil. Those of the towns and vil- 
lages should be brought together by the county 
or the State, and the wer es secure uri- 
formity in the metho ure. -Concen- 
trated action should be taken for combating a 
common foe. Much ot this had already been 
done in many of the States, and notably in Lili- 
nois, while much remained to be done.

WEALTH IN WALNUT TREES. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

JACKSONVILLE, III., April A- Mr. C. B. Wilson 
drove me out to his farm today to see some 
black walnut trees. “These trees,“ be said, 
“were pianted from the seed twenty years ago. 
Isaw them planted.” I measured these trees 
and they were sixteen inches through. They 
would saw into timber a foot square. They 
would cut 300 feet of clear black walnut boardg 
and then have the tops, limbs, and stump left. 
The stump itself would sell today for $5 to be 


sawed into veneers. The boards would de. 


worth $30. 

“ What could you sell those trees for to timber 
men as they stand?” I asked. 

I could sell them for $25 per tree, and ten 
years from now they will be worth 650.“ 

From these facts I came to this conclusion: 
A black walnut tree will pay $1.25 22 ear tor 
the first twenty years. A thousand of m will 
pay $1,200 per year. 

ow, every Lilinois farmer bas it in his power 
to make moré money off of a row of biack wal- 
nut trees around his farm, than be can make on 
his farm if sowed in wheat.

KANSAS PROHIBITION. 


A Dead Letter in the Larger Towns of 
the State—Thriving Saloon Business 
in the Shadow of the Capitol- Gov. St. 
John Still Hopeful that He Can Stop 
Drinking 8 Stronger than Wa- 
ter in

Does Prohibition in Kansas prohibit? 

It does, and it does not. The police records of 
the large towns show no diminution in the 
amount ot drunkenness, no lessening in the 
number of saloons, which are defiantly open in 
spite of the Constitution, the Governor, the 
Legislature, and the Supreme Court; but in the 
smaller towns the saloons hu ve been closed, and 
whisky as a beverage is difficult, and sometimes 
impossible, to get. 

The fairest statement of the condition of Kan- 
sas today is to say that the Prohibition clause in 
the Constitudion, and the statutes following it, 
have had little or no effect upon the people at 
large. They have not altered or abridged the 
facilities for getting alcoholic drinks; aud the 
reason of this is very plaia. Prior to the pass- 
ing of the constitutional amendment the 
liquor traffic in Kansas Was governed by what is 
known as the Local Option law. Iu order to 


open a saloon the keeper wus obliged to get the! 


written assent ot more than halt the adult pop- 
ulation, male and female, iu the township or 
school-district in which he wished to do busi- 
ness. In those places which permitted salouns 
to be established under the vid law, the new 
statutes are dead and inoperative. Iu places 
where the local option was aguiust tho estab- 
lishment of arog-shops the new law is stringout- 
ly enforced. Until the uext Legislature meets, 
in January, 1883, this condition will remain ua- 
Changed, but after that date Prohibitiun will be- 
come general, for the Governor must have new 
and unforeseen — before a can enforec 
the law and bring the Ilaw-breakers 
to punishment, tho prescat Exeou- 
tive machinery belug manifestly and admitted- 
ly unequal to the task. ‘This wer will doubt- 
leas be put in bis bands, in Kansas, as well as 
less ideal and moral communitios, the law van- 
not run ahead of thé Juoral seuse of the people, 
and no matter what charges the Judges in 
Leaveuworth, Atchison, Topeka, Dodge City, 
Lawrence, and the other large towns may make, 
juries will not convict under the new law. This 
1s thé situation fn a uutsdell. 

In common with the rest of the world, I bad 
bedi given to understand that Probibiaon was 
work very closely in Kansas, and that the 
thirety mortal who wished to sacrifice to Gain- 
brinus would hay vw to call boer sa- foam and 
whisky “soda” in order to secure those bevor- 
ages, and accordingly when I atrived in Loav- 
8 I sougnta’ ‘drug-store ” to experiment 
upon. While looking for the pharmacy my at- 
tention was attracted to a sign swinging boldly 
in front of a couple of latticed doors: 


“LUCIUS CRONIN. 


+ Whisky, Gin, Rum, Imported Ales, 
“ Milwankee eer. 

dropped in. Can I havea little sea-foam?” 
said I, depositing a nickel on the bar. 

“Sea-fuam?"’

“We cull it it beer in Missouri.“ 

“Well, when you want beer in Kansas, you 
just get up and chirp ‘beer, and you'll fetch it 
ev or time. e sen-foam racket won't work.’

“ How do you get round it?” 

“Don't get round it; we get through it. We 
get a license from the city authorities, and let 
them fight it out annong themselves. When 
this law first passed we clused up, but reopeved 
again right away, and we have staid open 
ever since.“ 

Mr. Cronin is only one of a bundred saloon- 
keepers in Leavenworth who have defied the 
law. Cases are pending against neariy ail of 
them, but as long as that bujwark of American 
liberties, the jury system, survives, these cases 
will not do the grog-shop keepers any barm. In 
Leavenworth, as well as in Atchison and Law- 
renee, | was advised to 1 straight to Topeka, 
where | would tind the full strengta and the best 
presentation of both sides of the liquor wur. Be- 
fore giving the results of my visit to that oly. 
however, it may be well toétate that from 
best sources of information in my reach it is 
certain that liquor is openiy sold, as liquor. and 
not under aliuses, in Leavenworth, tehison, 
Wyandotte, Lawrence, To ka, Junction City, 
Dodge City, Scranton, ichita, Carbyndale, 
Hayes City, Caldwell, Honeywell, Osage City, 
anda number of smaller places. It is sold un- 
der cover in drug-stores at Emporia, Welling- 
ton, Aolina, Abilene, Clay Centre, and Newton. 
There are not more than two or three villages 
in the State where, either openly or sub rosa, 
one may not procure as much whisky as oue 
cares to drink.

Seats are quoted at $1,000 apiece, with an act- 
ive demand from members of the Board of 
Trade and others. The m in the Grannis 
Block will be opened for business in a short 
time. Applications to list stocks are already 
pouring iu, and the new Exchange does not ap- 
pear to be likely to suffer for a lack of attractive 
scvuritics. 

Many Of the applicants for admission to the 
Stock Exchange represented the mining inter- 
este of the West—Wenver and San Francteco. 
Inasmuch as they were unable to seoure seats, 
the Exchange not listing mining stocks, it is un- 
derstood a movement has been sterted to organ- 
ize a Chicago Mining Exchange, and about 100 
applicants at $60 each have subscribed for ad- 
mission to this organization, the membership of 
which it is proposed to limit to 260.

CONVERSION AND EXTER- 
MINATION. 


| Effect of Christian Civilization on Ab- 
origine. 
London Pull Mall Gazette, March 7. 

The island-studded ocean on the opposit side of 
the globe is attracting more attention just vow 
than it bas at any time since the days of Capt. 
Cook. Colonists are diligently engaged in look- 
ing tor the best method of “developing the 
natural resources” of this vast and intricate 
archipelago. The opening of new lines of 
oceanic tcommusication bas made much of it 
accessible to the luxurious and seit- regarding 
traveler, who, oppressed with too much leisure, 
can loll at ease beneath the awnings of a con- 
modious mail steamer and jot down remarke tor 
aforthcomihng volume amid scenes which stil 
recall vivid remembrances of early navigators, 
But the fertility and beauty of the islands have 
had, perhaps, of late rather more than their 
due share of attention. Their capabilities as 
fields for absorbing the superabundant ener- 
gies of enterprising scttiers, and as links in 
the chain of communicanon which is to bind 
us more closely to the Antipodes, have been eu- 
larged upon, if not sufficiently, at all events 
extensively. What they are to become has been 
foretold with some insistence. What isto be- 
come of those wuo have bitherto dweit in them 
has been more vaguely outlined. These are, it 
is stated in a general, indefinit way, to bo eivil- 
ized and converted; but the result of civiliza- 
tion and conversion is not very distinctly put by 
those who propose to extend the biessmes of 
both to all Polynesia and Mealaue na. There are, 
however, materials available from which may 
be composed a picture that will display thie re- 
suit distinetly enough. Oapt. Moresby, in his 
book on New Guinea, tells us that a food of 
phiianthropy lies ready in England and Australia 
to be pou out on these islands lying on the 
north and northeast Australian shores. The 
epithet Hood.“ though at ürst sight seemingly 
an unbappy, ig an eminently correct, one. The 
recipients of the philantnropi. deiuge. if there 
be any truch in statistics ad recent history. will 
inevitably be swamped by it. With unconscious 
irony the gallant explorer of New Guinea gives 
us a few specimens of whut such an outpourt 
as be evidently desires bas already effected. 
“No single aborignal inhabitant of Van Die- 
men's Land is alive today,” he observes; * the 
natives of Australia are perishing fast, and will 
soon be extinct.” 

Mr. A. K. Waliace’s lately published volume 
on Australasia contains a collection of facts il- 
lustrating the consequences of conversion to the 
rates which inbabit the great Pacitic Archipet: 
uno that is worth a little consideration. ith 
scarcely an exception it shows that conversion 
and extermination are practically equivalent 
terms. The inhabitants of one of the New Heb- 
rides, formeriy reputed desperately savage, are 
now all Christians. ** There bas been no mur- 
der in the island for thirteen yeurs, and crime of 
any kind is almost unknown.” Evidently the 
spirit-selling trader. the debaucbed sailor, and 
the degenerate ** beach-comber” have bad lit- 
tie to do in sha thé destinies of these 
islanders. They a becoming educated.“ 
says Mr. Wallace, and form a most interesting 
community. This is the bright side of the pict- 
ure. The dark side is that they once numbered 
12,000, and now little over 2,000." The people 
of the Touga Islands are now — all Chris- 
tians: but, as in almost every 
instance,” they are dwindling away. 
1847 there were from 0,000 to 50.000 of 
them: now but a quarter remain. The 
natives of the Hervey group have now become 
so civilized that all read the Bible, dress after 
the European fashion, etc.“ Stili, they decrease 
in number with such rapidity that their total 
extinction can Only be a question of time. The 
finest of all the Polynesians, the Marquesas Isi- 
anders, are not pow a tenth of what they were 
thirty yearsago. In New Zealand, Mr. Wallace 
remarks, * we seem to civilize and Christianize 
only to destroy. The Maoris numbered 100,000 
in 1840; in 1874 only 46,000 of them were left. At 
this rate their total extinction will occur in 
about 150 years. As Mr. Anthony Trollope bas 
observed, they will soon be pearly as rare as the 
gigantic moa. When at Tahiti Lady Brassey 
was struck with the demeanor of certain of the 
native congregation in church. Some rather 


elderly men and women were in the 
front rows taking notes of the ser- 
mon. I found afterwards that they be- 


long to the Bible class,and that their pride 
was to meet after the service and repeat by 
heart nearly ail they bad beard.” This encour- 
aging system of bona tide conversion is rendered 
less cheering when we learn that before long 
there will be no converts left to exhibit conduct 
so edifying. The peopie of Tahiti “are de- 
creasing with alarming rapidity.” The Sand- 
wicn-isianders, their constitutional government 
and pious behavior notwithstanding, cannot es- 
cape from tne almost unvarying result of con- 
version from their former errors. They, “like 
other Polynesians, are visibly decreas ng. The 
mournful tale is told with scarcely au exception 
of every race in the South Puacific whose con- 
version hus been brought about. Even the 
training-college established in New Zealand by 
the lamented Bishop Patteson proved too often 
a cemetery for the young islanders who were 
brought to it for instruction. 

It may be asked if there is any necessary cou- 
nection between converting a savage tribe and 
exterminating it. Is the preaching of the faith 
to be as fatal to those who receive it as the 
scourging diseases brought among them by its 
beediess, unofficial professors? As tar as evi- 
dence goes—evidence tendered by those who, if 
they were not above éuspicion, might have been 
suspected of exaggerating it in the opposit di- 
rection—to receive the Word at the nands of one 
sectis nearly as destructive as receiving it at 
the bands of another. Mr. Wallace, iodeed, 
gives to the members of the Reformed Church 
an unenviable preéminence in improving the 
Pacifie Islanders off the face of the earth; but 
he himself shows that they are closely foilowed 
by those of a rival communion. ne thing 
seems pretty clear, and that is that there will 
soon be few savage sheep to gather to the fold. 
Perhaps the unoccupied shepherds will then 
turn their attention to some ot their own coun- 
trymen who grow wealthy amid the lovely isl- 
ands of the South by violating every principle 
impressed upon the minds of the extermiuated 
aborigines. 


A TRAGEDY IN A HOVEL. 


A Human Fiend Near Knoxville, Tenn.,

A Legislative Inquiry as to the Abo- 
lition of Poles and Wires in 
the Streets. 


Experts Say It Is Perfectly Feasible~ 
Secret of Western Union Op- 
position. 


New York World, April 2. 

A sub-committee of the Senate Committee on 
Cities, consisting of Senator Daly (Chairman), 
Senator Covert, and Senator F. Lansing, and uc- 
companied by Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms Lan- 
sing, arrived at the Metropolitan Hotel yester- 
day about noon, the members being somewhat 
belated in their journey from Albany. They im- 
mediately proceeded to the business which 
called them to this city—the determination of 
the important question whether it is practicable 
and desirable in the interest of the public that 
electric wires in use in the streets should be 
placed underground. The committee met by 
appointment several representatives of the tcle- 
graph companies, as well as gentlemen who are 
direvtly interested in the project to procure a 
franchise for laying wires underground and 
leasing them to associations and individuals do- 
siring to use them. Mr. Chauncey M. Depew 
and Mr. Norvin Green were present during a 
part of the session. 

The first witness invited to testify was Mr. 
Robert Brown, Superintendent of Construction 
of the Metropolitun Telephone Company, and 
he, like all those who followed him, was freely 
questioned by turus by everybody present act- 
ing for any interest voucerned. Barly in the 
exainination the Chairman took occasion to de- 
clare that it was in the opinion of the committee 
only a question of time when some means must 
be taken in large cities, and especially in New 
York, to rid the streets of the incumbrance of 
telegraph wires and poles, which, if they kept 
on increasing as they had in the past, wouid 
constitute at no distant period a grave impedi- 
ment and danger. There was no disposition 
among its members to do injustice to any com- 
pany or individual. i 
UNDERGROUND TELEGRAPHY PERFECTLY 

FEASIBLE. 

Mr. H. W. Pope testitied that he believed it to 
be perfectly feasible to work wires that were 
placed uudergrouad in New York (ity. ‘There 
were means of preveat the foduction due to 
proximity to the earth. emeotioned as such 
the metailic en veiope and what is kuown as the 
twin-wire having a connection with the earth. 
For several years he had been the Chairman of 
a committee of underground telegraphy in the 
Nu tional Telephone Association, in which ali the 
telephone companies of the United States were 
represented. He was permitted to read at leagth 
from the report of this committee as to the re- 
sults of its experimental investigations. The 
limit of feasibility for the working of an under- 
ground wire was placed at five miles. He was 
usked by Senator Covert if in a line from New 
York to Chicago, passing underground through 
several large cities,tor a distance of say two 
miles in each, there would be any noticeabie dif- 
ference of action from that of a wire that was 
entirely above grovod. Mr. Pope said that 
there would be no noticeabie difference. On the 
subject of legislation regarding telegraph wires, 
he thought that it would be wholly wrong to at- 
tempt to force the telegraph companies to put 
them underground, as it would result in a con- 
tinual tearmg up of the streets. He believed it 
would be far better fur the Legislature to graat 
to a sigle company the exciusive right to con- 
struct underground lines. Telephoue wires to 
the number of eighty were pow carried through 
a single cable seven-eighths of an iach in d:am- 
eter, and operated peritectiy. There would be 
no difficuity in insulating suck a cavile so that it 
would work aswell underground within reason- 
able distances. There was no considerable city 
ian Kurope where wires were carried on poles as 
in New York, and some underground cables 
bave been at work even in this city for several 
years. in London and Paris, bowever, there 
were probably not one-eighth ag many wires in 
use us there are here. 

Mr. George L'Infreville, the electrigian of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, began to 
deluge Mr. Pope with scientitic questions cover- 
ing tne quadruplex, induction, and sv on until 
in his excitement he succeeded, as be himself 
expressed it, in “answering bis Own examina- 
tion. In answer to Mr. L’tnfreville, Mr. Pope 
suid that he bad been General Superintendent of 
the Metropolitan ‘Telephone Company, also of 
the American District Telegraph Company, Gen- 
eral Manager of the Mutual Union Telegraph 
Company, and for many years an operator in 
tho employ of the Western Union. 

Mr. George 8. Evans, the Manager of the Lugo 
Underground Telegraph Company, testified cou- 
— the Philadelphia expertinents in under- 
ground telegraphy. What be bad tu say was che 
result of observation; there was a conduit un- 
der Market street in Phiiadeiphia wherein they 
had in the latter part of 1881 placed wires used 
tor telegraphic, telephonic, and electric lighting 
purposes; distauce was for about one 
mile, and they found by experience that 
there was @ilerference with the working 
oF the wires; wires were not 

roperiy insulated to remain there any 
ength of time: telephonic wires were most sen- 
sitive to outside influence, but they doubied 
these wires backward and forward turougu the 
conduit until they had a circuit of ten miles, and 
telephonic conversation was carried over this 
circuit with as much distinctness as could be 
done over u single wire one mile in length, 

THE SECRET OF OPPOSITION 

Senator Daiy—I do not believe that the objec- 
tion of the Western Union to the underground 
system is based on the question of expense. It 
costs 15 per cent per annum upon the plant to 
keep overground telegraph lines iu repair, and [ 
have it on good authority that it costs only 5 per 
cent ty do as much for an underground line. the 
latter system, therefore, would open the way for 
opposition which I believe the Western Union is 
in fear of. Capitalists could afford to construct 
underground lines and lease them to corpora- 
tions for what it would cost to keep overground 
lines in repair. Underground teleyraphy is not 
an experiment. It is a proved success. In En- 
giand there are underground lines from London 
to Liverpool, and there is a line from London to 
Galway which includes seventy miles of Cabie, 
There are underground lines in use all over 
Germany. 

Mr. Evans presented the committee with some 
published evidence to support the underground 
system, including a statement from the peo of 
the Superintendent of the Postal Telegraph in 
Euxlaud to the effect that the opposition to the 
underground system in America was the result 
of pure prejudice. 

r. J. W. Barrow testified also with regard to 


H. Pope. The latter isan expert, and declared 
his opinion that there was no reason why tele- 
graphic communication should nut be carried 
underground for great distances without inter- 
ference. 

Fire-Marshal Sheidon testified that the poles 
and wires now in use were often a hindrance to 
the Fire Department; aiso that there was a 
danger of the overground wires bemg intern 
fered with at a critical moment, which might 
delay the arrivai of the firemen and cause a 
great contiagration. 

The committee adjourned until Friday next, 
— ll o'clock, when it will assemble in the same 
piace.

Pleasant News for Dack-Hunters 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CHICAGO, April 4.—The sportsmen of Chicago 
are perhaps not aware that witbiu 120 miles of 
this city there is the finest duck- hunting ia the 
Wost. The writer hereof is fond of the sport, 
and incidentally learned that near Henry, III., 
the ducks were plenty. Having been success- 
tul in a recent hunt, I wishto give the result of 
my experience for the benetit of others Who 


On either side of the Illinois River, from 
Hennepin to Cuillicothe, there are numerous 
lakes. The most important are the Hennepin, 
Suachwine, Swan, and Wind Lakes. These 
abound in wild rice and celery, and at this sca- 


* 


son of the year the adjacent corn- 
fields are submerged, which affords food 
in abundance and attracts the wild 
ducks in great numbers. They stop 


in these lakes to feed tor several weeks in the 
spring and fall as they migrate. The past win- 
ter having been an open one many of them bave 
remained ail winter. Within the past three or 
four weeks the shooting has been unusually 
good, as many as 10, % ducks havmg been killed 
u the vicinity of Henry alone. Wiiliam Doliba 
and Johan Stockton, of this city, killed 600 in 
three days; Henry Mayo and David Cook, of Ot- 
tu wa, III., 400 in two days; George Trimble, M. 
Mitchell, and William Tay or. of Ottawa, 20 in 
two days; E. Tayler, of Newtown, Conn., and P. 
J. Sanford, of New York City, 200 in two days; J. 
H. Hiller, B. J. Sundertand, George F. „ and 
O. Lathrop, of Freeport, III., 40 in two days, 1 
make mention of the success of these gentie- 
men to show that the shooting is good enough to 
satisfy the must ambitious sportsman. The 
ducks are ubundant all along the river between 
the points named, but the best shooting bas 
been pear Henry, the geutlemen named hdving 
done their shooting there. 

For the information of those who may wish 
to enjoy a successtul hunt I would suggest that 
they wo to Henry via the Rock Island Road— 
that being the most direct. There they will find 
conveyances at the depot which will take them 
to the Wood Brotbers’ headquarters for buut- 
ers, two and a half miles from Heury, on the 
bank of Mud Lake. Here they will find first- 
class uccommodations, and receive ail desired 
information as to bow to hunt and the best 
places, and if desired men will go with them, 
furnish their own boats, decoys, row the boats, 
make the * blinds,’ and, in short, furnish every- 
thing necessary and 40 ail the work, leaving 
nothing for the hunter to do bul stand and shoot 
the ducks as they cali them in. 

Just pow the canvas-back and teal are commg 
in, which will afford good shooting for the next 
two weeks, which will end the spring shooting. 
About the lust of October the fail shuoting wil 
commence, which is really the best, as they then 
go in flocks, and a greater number can be bagged 
lu a given time than now. Although the best of 
the shooting is over for this spring, yet even 
now and for the next two weeks the shooting

Not that we 
impute ang. corruptuess to Mr. Colfax do we 
say this. ut we have lived long enough to 
know that in pulitics, at least, the public voice 
is strong against the shadow of suspicion. Mr. 
Colfax has been highiy honored, and is today 
bighiy respected by all parties. There let bim 
rest. In his declining years he cannot afford to 
meet the jests and jeers of opposing factions 
and to have bis uume and fame covered with the 
mud and slime of party warfare. We do not be- 
lieve be will assume so undesirable a position. 

Besides, there are younger men in the Thir- 
teenth Indiana District who ought to be brought 
to the front. Who they are we do not know, but 
they are surely there. In the nature of things 
Mr. Colfax’s tenure would be short. In the nat- 
ure of things the succession will be long. 

We all concede the great ability of Mr. Col- 
fax, and we do not dispute his present availa- 
bility. We have, however, our doubts as to the 
propriety of rushing a gentieman 80 honorably 
retired into the political contest again. Cincin- 
natus was twice taken from his plow to save 
Kome, it is true, but then we have no Rome to
